LITTLE ROCK

FaUbus last week sent some 60,- 
000 letters to the state's welfare 
clients recounting what he said his 
administration had done for them 
and telling them he hoped welfare 
checks could be increased. 
"Q'he governor said ho was pay- 
ing for the letters and the postage, 
that no state help was used and 
that he didn't consider his mes- 
sage . political. 


He was disputed yesterday on 


this latter point by pro-segrega- 
tionist leader James D. Johnson 
of Crossett, who also declared that 
the governor had distorted facts 
concerning the welfare situation. 


^-Tohnson, who a few hours car- 
li$ had confirmed that he might 
become a candidate for governor 
in opposition to Faubus' expected 
try for a second term, asked Atty.

Israel Charges 
Syrians Fired 
on Fishing Boat 


JERUSALEM 
(Israeli Sector), 


(UP) 
—Israel charged today that 


Syrians opened fire on an Israeli 
Wishing boat on the Sea of Gali- 
:e, the scene earlier this year of 
a major clash between Israeli and 
Syrian troops. 


The charges, made by 
Israeli 


military spokesman Col. Nehem- 
ia Brosh, came as U. N. Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold arriv- 
ed in the Syrian capital of Damas- 
cus on his visit to Mideast capitals 
in'search of permanent peace. 


Brosh said the Syrians opened 


fire Sunday on an Israeli boat but 
that no casualties were suffered. 


Reliable Israeli sources said Is 


rael had informed Hammarskjold 
of Israel's willingness to make two 
concessions to the Syrians —to re- 
frain from fishing close to the nor- 
theastern shores of th esea and to 
permit Syrian farmers to use wat- 
ers of the sea. The sea is comple- 
tely within Israel territory and the 
Syrian border is 10 yards from the 
lake shore.

velopments: 


1. The Arab Kingdom of Yemen, 


backed by a military alliance with 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia, demand- 
ed and won the right to talk with 
Britain on its claims on the Aden 
protectorate. Britain called off an

Khrushchev in 
Boast About 
New Missile

BIRMINGHAM, England (UP)— 


Soviet Communist Party Boss Nik- 
ta Khrushchev boasted today that 
the Soviet Union is working on a 
guided missile with an H-bomb 
varhead "which can 
land 
any- 


vhere in the world." 


"Great stress is being laid on 


guided missiles," he told an audi- 
ence of British businessmen 
and 


civic leaders in a speech during a 
stopover here on the tour he and 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
are making of this country. 


"We can compete there, too. I 


am quite sure that wo shall have 
the guided missile with a hydro- 
gen bomb warhead which can land 
anywhere in the world." 


The race for production of long 


range, inter-continental missiles is 
one of the most critical 
in the 


world armaments race, with the 
United States 
and Britain 
also 


seeking to develop such key weap- 
ons. 


Khrushchev's statement seemed 


to indicate that the Soviet Union 
believes it may be close to suc- 
cess. 


The boast by Khrushchev came 


after he and Bulganin 
flew 
to 


Birmingham from London. They 
were met by another series of an- 
ti-Communist demonstrations. 


When they arrived, the Russian 


leaders were given another student 
razzing and rendition of "Poor Old 
Joe" to the tune of Stephen Fos- 
ter's 
"Old Black 
Joe." — a 


reference to the Soviet 
Union's 


new policy of discrediting the late 
Josef Stalin. 


Khrushchev's speech was In the 


main a demand for strategic trade 
Detween the Soviet and the West. 
rle was contemptuous of the West- 
ern trade embargo now in effect, 
demanding to know if "you really 
think you are ahead of us" in 
arms progress. 


"If you want to discuss the hy- 


drogen bomb," he said, "it . r.e- 
mains a fact that we were the 
first to explode the H-bomb" from 
an airplane.

Fertilizer 
Important 
to Cotton 


County Agent Oliver L. Adams 


says where cotton is fertilized with 
solid fertilizers, more efficient ut- 
ilization of the nutrients is usually 
obtained 
by banding 
than 
by 


broadcasting. This is especially 
true where soil fertility is 
very 


low. 


The ideal placement is two to 


three inches to the side and about 
three inches below the 
planted 


seed. This placement 
affords a 


"starter" effect and places 
the 


fertilizer in a position where mois- 
ture is usually in good supply in 
the early stages of dry periods 


The next best placement is in 


a band under the row so that the 
fertilizer is four to six inches un- 
der the planted seed. This method 
is more practical on many farms 
than side banding because of the 
application equipment available. 


Banding generally results 
in 


less weed problem than broadcast- 
ing especially under wet condi- 
tions. Less phosphate fixation in 
acid soils is another advantage oi 
banding. 


Pre-plant anhydrous 
ammonia 


may be placed 
either in the old 


middles before bedding, deep in tho 
bed after bedding, or deep in the
